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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The January 26, 2009 Final Rejection is withdrawn. Claims 7, 9-13, 66-78 and 
131-143 remain withdrawn from consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 2-6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Rice et al., US 7,330,585. 

Rice discloses a system, e.g. Figs. 1-25D and related text, comprising a 
processing element, e.g. claims 28, 29, 48, 49, a graphical user interface, e.g. col. 4, 
lines 20-28, and purchasable items, e.g. 1102, 2278, 2802, that may be visualized, e.g. 
col. 16, lines 1-23. Applicant’s claim language is replete with intended use claim 
language, e.g. claim 6, lines 1,3 “for facilitating .... capable of proposing” that is not 
given as much patentable weight as positively recited claim language, e.g. “A system.” 
Official Notice is taken that receiving data fora purchasable item and visualizing such 
by a customer having a preference has been common knowledge in the business art. 
To have provided such for the system of Rice would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art.
